Annis, ivho is accused of causing the 
fire which resulted in the death of his 
wife on his farm near here a, few days 
ago, has been arrested. The arrest 
has caused talk, and gossip says that 
there are grounds for the belief that 
his little daughters should also have 
perished in their burned home. Laura 
is 9 years of age and Mabel but 4 
years. 


Laura says she was awakened by a 


noise, and listened. 
A moment later 


she heard a gurgling- that sounded 
like liquor escaping' from the neck of a 
bottle. This was followed almost im- 
mediately by the sound of a parlor 
match being scratched and igniting-. 
She then heard hurried footsteps, fol- 
lowed by the closing- of a door. 


A moment later she siuva little blaze 


at the foot of her bed, another in the 
sitting room and a third in the centei 
of her mother's bed. She sa.yt, .she 
sercamucl and called to her mother bnt 
ffettinj? no answer, went to the bed of 
the sick woman and tried to awaken 
her. 
Getting- no response and being 


warned by the approach of the flames 
to hasten, Laura .says slits returned to 
her own bed and pickinn- up her little 
sister, carried her out of doors. A mo- 
ment later the neighbors began to ar- 
rive, but the house was in flames and 
all efforts to save Mrs. Aunis, or rescue 
her body, if already dead, were fruit- 
less. 


In a few minutes Annis drove up on 


a run, his horse nearly exhausted and 
was told the story of the loss of his 
wife and his children's escape. Ho 
said his wife was suffering greatly 
when she aroused him and asked him 
to go to Fcnton for a doctor. He de- 
clared that he left at exactly a o'clock, 
but as he did not reach here until two 
hours later and the distance does not 
exceed 
four 
miles, the 
neighbors 


thought an explanation was in order. 


Annis had a fast horse and could 


cover the distance to Fenton in half 
au hour. At 3:30 farmers along the 
road heard a man who was evidently 
driving- furiously shouting fire. It is 
now charged that this man was Annis. 
At the point in the road where the 
alarm was given, the Annis house 
could not be seen, and it is alleged 
that the flames did not break out of 
Annis' house until some time later. 
The couple had not livod happily to- 
gether. Mrs. Annis had a 31,000 in- 
surance policy in the Macabee in her 
husband's favor.

Injustice to Pensioners. 


Ex-Pension Commissioner Raum a 


few days ago was interviewed on the 
policy of the present pension depart- 
ment and that under Harrison's admin- 
istration, and among the things he said 
was this: 


"The present administration has an- 


tagonized the old soldier element of our 
population, and also a large number of 
other persons interested in the welfare 
of these patriots, by the pension policy 
which it has adopted. During President 
Harrison's term of office we issued 883,- 
71G certificates for pensions and rejected 
332,104 cases making a great total of 1,- 
215,819 cases disposed of. When March 
i, 1893, arrived cases still pending num- 
bered 745,463. Now, over half of these 
were surely worthy cases, but only a 
very few of them have been acted on by 
the present administration, but what is 
worse, a great many of our old pension- 
ers have been dropped from the rolls al- 
together. 
Another thing which illus- 


trates the difference of the two parties 
in regard to the pension policy is the 
way in which the disability bill, which 
became a law in June, 1890, is inter- 
preted. This law, among other things, 
allows widows of soldiers who have no 
income outside of their physical labor a 
SS per month pension. The Republican 
held that shelter,food,raiment and party 
means for the education of children 
were included in an income, and if a 
widow's son earned several dollars a week 
selling papers we still allowed the claim. 
The Democratic party, on the other 
hand, decides that if the 88 is used for 
any other purpose than to prevent the 
poor soul from starving it is obtained 
under false pretenses and should be 
stopped.

TALKING TO THE JURY. 


Arguments in the Tucker Murder 


Case in Progress. 


Story of tlic 'hooting as Told by Clara 


Morlliland and George Tucker— 


Kebuttul. 


The usual large crowd was in the cir- 


cuit cjurt room this forenoon when the 
trial oC George Tucker for the murder 
of Louis Wilson was resumed. The evi- 
dence of last evening for the defense 
was closed with Clara Morthland and 
the defendant on the stand. 


Clara Morthland, the girl who was 


with Tucker when the shooting oc- 
cuned, was placed on the witness stand. 
After relating the Btory of the events 
of the evening, substantially the same 
as told by other witnesses, she told what 
happened outside. When she and the 
defendant passed outof the door, Tucker 
went iirst. As he stepped off the porch 
Louis and Meivin Wilson ran past her, 
and one of them fcaid, "Get him." As 
they passed her she stopped. Louis 
cauyht Tucker around his neck or by 
the back of his neck and struck at him 
bevcral times before the shot was tired. 
Mervin was standing near by, but she 
could not say whether or not he had 
hold of Tucker. The remainder of her 
testimony was on the events loading up 
to the night of the dance and the hear- 
ing fiorn Ida Wilson of the threats made 
by the bojs against Tuckei. 


TLCKER'S sroire. 


George Tucker, the defendant, was 


next put on the stand. Ho told the stoiy 
of the aifair as follows When I hcaid 
that there was likely to be trouble I said 
to Dove (Miss Morthland): "Let'sget out 
now while they are dancing and keep 
out ol trouble.'' She said all right and 
went to get her wiaps. I wont to the 
duor and stood there buttoning up mj 
coat As I did so Meivin Wilson left 
hih place in the set and went over and 
said something to Ed. 
Ed stopped 


playing. As wo went out the door I 
saw Merwn coming toward the door. 1 
had iust stepped oft the porch when 
Louis and Men in came out; one of them 
said "Theie's the g— d — son of a b— " 
Louis grabbed me around the neck with 
his right aim and stiuck at me with his 
left hand. I waided the blows with my 
arm and then Mervin grabbed me by 
the right sleeve. I then drew the pistol 
and tiled. I stepped back and Louis fell 
forward 
I then told Meivin to stand 


back, and after that I ran away 


On cross examination Tucker said 


that he changed the pistol from his hip 
pocket to his coat pocket just as ho 
stepped oil the porch. 
Jie said that 


when he diow the pistol they were so 
close to him that he could not bung it 
up in front of him but had to throw his 
arm back and swing it up over his 
shoulder and down to the front, which 
would account for the diicction taken 
by the bullet which struck Louis in the 
corner of the left eye and ranged clown- 
waid. He said he never before saw the 
rusty pistol pioduced in court, and that 
the reason ho had told the officers that 
he had thrown the gun away was be 
cause ho didn't want to get Oliver More- 
land, from whom he had borrowed it, 
intotiouble. Ho stated that Ida Wil 
son had told him of her brothel s' threats 
to kill him. He said he talked to Plat 
Morthland and asked him if he had any 
objections to him taking his sister homo, 
and Flat said ho hadn't but that if any 
one went wrong with her he >vould pro 
tect her. 


The defense closed at this point. 


REBUTTAL FOR THE S'lAlt. 


The people have presented a number 


of witnesses m the attempt to bieak 
down the testimony given by 
Miss 


Moithland and Miss Wilson. 


E. W. Anderson, who was the clerk at 


the inquest on the body of Wil-"n, testi- 
fied. He was called for then 1 porr of 
showing that at the inquest fill - Mi ith- 
land testified that the only rno\oment 
Louis Wilson made toward Tucker was 
to lay his hand on his shoulder, that she 
had felt a revolver in Tucker's pocket 
when she was dancing with him, and 
that Ida Wilson had said she had not 
invited Tucker to the dance. All of 
these things the Colonel thought he re- 
membered fairly well, but when cross- 
examined by the defense he was not so 
sure. The defense demanded the pro- 
duction of the written testimony taken 
before the coroner in the Colonel's 
hand-writing. When this was produced 
it was found written down that Miss 
Morthland testified that Louis "grabbed 
hold" of Tucker. 


SMBRDAY, MARCH 30. 


More evidence was offered to-day in 


rebuttal by the People. 
Coroner Ben- 


dure, Dr. H. D. Heil, Dr. E. B. Walston, 
Officer Mutherspaugh and others testi- 
fied, mainly to show to what certain 
witnesses had testified at the coroner's 
inquest. Ida Wilson was put on the 
stand by the defense to say that she 
came down to the inquest with one of 
her brothers. 


ARGUMENTS. 


The jury are now listening to the ad- 


dresses of the attorneys in the case. Mr. 
Mills opened for the prosecution, and 
Attorneys Johns and Gray will follow 
for the defense. Attorney Leforgee will 
close for the People. He may not speak 
until after 7 o'clock this evening. Pos- 
sibly a verdict will be reached to-night. 
The People think they have made out a 
good case. They say the killing is not 
denied, and that in the plea of self- 
defense in law it falls upon the defense 
to offer the burden of pioof that Tucker 
was in great bodily danger at the time 
he fired the fatal shot. 
The defense 


think they have done that in the testi- 
mony of Miss Morthland and Tucker 
himself. Both swore that Louis Wils on 
grabbed at or laid hold of the defendant 
as ho was about to leave the premises, at 
a point 10 feet from the door of the house.

Dealings in 
Blocks, cotton and wheat are not 
diverting all the interest and capital 
fro-Ti productive industry and legiti- 
mate trade, though these products are 
all a shade stronger.

earnings, bank earnings and industrial 
indications are more encouraging this 
weok. It is a remarkable feature that 
the lifting this year begins at the bot- 
tom, so to speak; raw materials are 
raised before there is any larger de- 
mand for their finished products, a 
thing not often done with success. 
Hides rose, then leather, and then 
shoes; cotton rose, and afterward some 
cotton goods; coke was advanced and 
afterward Hessemer pig.

The general 
belief is that dear materials will kindle 
more buying of products. As yet it 
seems impossible to fill the mills with 
oners, and the struggle of those yet 
unemployed keeps prices down. It is 
a sign of strength that an eastern mill 
has, secured in compction with liritish 
makers, who had an ail vantage of S3.50 
in freights, the contract for 12,000 tons 
of j ails for a California road, and other 
coi tracts for about the same quantity 
ha\ e been placed. I!ut the attempt of 
the Mahoning bar mills to reduce 
wa^es SO cents for puddling and 12% 
cents for finishing, seems likely to re- 
sult in a strike.

TviUi the enormous realizing of last 
weik and sales have been a third 
smaller, with no advance. The season 
is really late, and there are solid 
recsons for reducing acreage, .factors 
anil traders being able to exert a pow- 
erful influence if they choose. But 
the supply of cotton now in sight, or 
in spinners' hands is over 2,200,000 
bales more than the world's require- 
ments for this year, with receipts for 
fivo months yet to come. 


(iuessers about the condition of 


•wheat have varied widely this week, 
and prices not much, the net advance 
being 1>« cents. 
Atlantic exports, 


flo-ur included, have been 1,391,091 
bushels, against 1,446,613 last year, 
an'l for the month 6,511,708 bushels, 
against 8,905,734 last year, and mean- 
while western receipts for the month 
h»ve bsen 7,474,381 bushels, against 
7,084,513 last year.

he has filled with so much ciedit, but 
that he has intimated a desire so to do. 


Senator Sherman, once before the 


chairman of this committee, will prob- 
ablv be the successor of Mr. Morrill. 


The venerable senator from Ver- 


mont will not leave the committee al- 
together, but, according to the pres- 
ent piogramrae, the total membership 
will be increased by two, thus giving 
each party an additional member. By 
this process the republicans will have 
two new men to place on that commit- 
tee, and the field has already been 
canvassed for the available candi- 
dates. 


The silver men will not be ignored, 


and in this there appears to be a desire 
to conciliate this portion of the party 
as much as possible. At first the sil- 
ver men discussed the advisability of 
puttinfi- Mr. Teller, their most ardent 
champion, on this committee, but he 
is now on the committee on the judi- 
ciary and appropriations, two very im- 
portant and desirable committees, and 
he declined to consider the finance 
committee as one of his billets.

The purchaser was Henry K. Kelly 


of the firm of Field & Kelly, and the 
price was $4,000, which about covers 
the duty. There was considerable 
agitation in connection with the sale 
of the damaged cargo, over a report 
that a quantity of arsenic, which was 
also in the hold, had become mi^ed 
with the sugar, but a recent chemical 
analysis failed to discover any trace 
of the poison.

PROMPTLY ORDERED BY THE MIKiDO 


Upon the Shooting of Li Hung Chang 


by the Japanese Fanatic—Japan's 


Importance in Eastern Affairs 


Sufficiently Demonstrated. 


WASHINGTON. March 30.—The follow- 


ing telegram was yesterday afternoon 
received by the Japanese legation from 
the Japanese foreign office: 


"On the opening of the negotiations 


the Chinese plenipotentiary proposed 
an armistice, which the Japanese gov- 
ernment was willing to accept on cer- 
tain conditions. While this negotia- 
tion was going on the untoward event 
happened on the person of the Chinese 
plenipotentiary. His majesty having, 
in view of this unhappy occurrence, 
commanded the Japanese plenipoten- 
tiaries to consent to a temporary 
armistice 
without conditions, 
this 


was communicated to the Chinese 
plenipotentiary." 


Minister Kurino says that the effect 


of the emperor's order will be the im- 
mediate cessation of aggiessive hostili- 
ties, and that the Japanese armies will 
make no further advance as long as 
the armistice lasts. 
Some fighting 


may occur if provoked by the Chinese, 
but the second step toward peace has 
been practically taken, the arrival of 
Li Hung Chang and the satisfactory 
character of his plenipotentiary cre- 
dentials having been the first. 


The minister is of the opinion that 


the action of the emperor was influ- 
enced by the confidence his majesty re- 
posed in the successful conclusion of 
the peace negotiations through the ul- 
timate acceptance by Li Hung Chang 
of the terms stipulated by Japan. 


"It was immediately after the close 


of the second session of the peace plen- 
ipotentiaries," said the minister, "that 
Li Hung Chang «was prostrated by a 
fanatic, and up to that time nothing 
had been considered but China's re- 
quest for an armistice pending the con- 
sideration of the terms of peace. The 
proposition had been met by the pre- 
sentation of certain conditions from 
the Japanese plenipotentiaries. The 
discussion of the terms of final peace 
had not been entered upon 


The emperor's command of tempo- 


rary armistice is also a refutation of 
idea that Japan is disposed to humili 
ate China or merely to acquire terri 
tory. Japan has gained the end of 
demonstrating Japanese importance in 
eastern affairs." 


Minister Kurino promptly notified 


Secretary Gresham of the armistice, 
and it was made known to President 
Cleveland, who expressed his gratifica- 
tion.

The large grange ele- 
ment of Manitoba is frenzied in its 
hostility to the action of the dominion 
in calling upon the province to do jus- 
tice to the Roman Cathoiic minority, 
and exciting scenes are expected when 
the communication from Ottawa is 
taken up in the provincial legislature 
at Winnipeg. 


Premier Greenway's own organ, the 


Tribune, is seeking, by inflammatory 
words, to arouse the people to burn 
the Ottawa order in council and the 
dominion government in effigy on Mar- 
ket square, and to have a monster dep- 
utation await upon the provincial min- 
isters and assure them of its support 
in defying dominion authority. 


One of the Winnepeg papers says: 
"The question of separate schools is 


dwarfed by the issue now raised. We 
are now called upon to determine 
whether or not the French Roman 
Catholics of Quebec, the men who 
were conquered by Wolfe and 
his 


British soldiers on the Plains of Abra- 
ham, 
shall rule and control the citi 


zens of Manitoba and arrogantly as- 
sume the right to control the destinies 
of Canada." 


The feeling runs so high that if a 


hand-to-hand conflict occurs, as is by 
no means unlikely, when the dominion 
government seeks to enforce its order, 
the consequences may be most serious;

TRAMPS OF THE OCEAN. 


Dirty Nomafii Ixxjked Opon with Great Ob- 


favor by Regular Lines. 


There is one very peculiar feature in 


the maritime life of every country 
about which very little is generally 
known and that is the tramp steam- 
ship. Every year numbers of steam- 
ers, some large, some small, often ugly 
and dirty to look at, and commonly 
called tramps from their readiness to 
go anywhere and take a hand in trade 
that happens at the moment to promise 
a profit, arrive at and leave our shores. 
These ocean footpads are generally 
worn-out hulks, discarded by the com- 
panies who own them, and belonging 
to no regular line and identified with 
no particular class of cargo, and are 
sent out as a matter of speculation to 
pick up what freight they can from 
port to port, like an old and worthless 
horse turned out of the regular pasture 
to find a living by the roadside. They 
are the guerrillas of the sea. Some of 
them leave their native countries, gen- 
erally England, Norway, Germany and 
Spain, a few months before their an- 
nual tickets of inspection expire, and 
remain away sometimes for years 
without undergoing a new survey and 
inspection. On such ships the boilers 
may be on the paint of explosion, the 
machinery may be in a dangerous con- 
dition, inadequate in power to propel 
the 
ship against great stress of 


weather; the steering gear may be 
warranted to jam at some critical 
moment; their hulls may be in the last 
stage of decay, and perhaps their boats 
are not fit to float when lowered from 
the davits, yet so long as the vessel 
holds tog-ether and after leaving one 
port arriveb safely at another, no one 
grumbles except the crew, whose ar- 
rangements are ofttimes such that they 
cannot leave the vessel if they would, 
for care is taken to ship, if possible, 
only married men, and with an offer 
of allotment notes, leaving half-pay £b 
their families, these seamen must in- 
variably find sureties that they will 
not desert the ship during- the period 
agreed upon in the ship's articles. 
There can be nothing worse in the way 
of cheerlcssness and discomfort than 
life aboard such craft, and the hard- 
ships and grievances of these seafarers 
are peculiarly great. 


The crewb are usually of a mixed 


character, and made up of Scotchmen 
(generally as engineers), Scandinavi- 
ans, English, Irish, Danes, Norwegians, 
Germans, Italians, Lascars and ne- 
groes. Chief engineers receive from 
S5S to $74 per month; firemen §10.46; 
trimmers, 814.59; carpenters, 
$20.IS). 


The average wages may be said to be 
about as follows: First officer, S13.80; 
second officer, §39.20; chief engineer, 
SOS 13; second engineer, S>48 C6; carpen- 
ter, £20 7d; steward, 829.30; cooks, $23.11; 
boatswain, S19 40; donkey men, $20.07; 
able seamen, $17 03; ordinary seamen, 
$9 73; firemen, $18 23; mess steward, 
89.73. On French "tramps" the rates 
per month are: Captain, $38.60 and 1 
per cent, gross freight; mate, $38.60; 
second mate, $27.02; boatswain, $21.33; 
able seamen, $11.58; chief engineer, 
$77.20; second engineer, $30.80; third 
engineer, 838.05; firemen. 315.44; coal 
trimmers, $11.58; 
carpenters, $15.44; 


stewards, $14.48; cooks, $10 41; boy, 
86.79 


After having been laid up at Liver- 


pool or Glasgow for some time orders 
will be given to prepare the tramp for 
sea. Off she will start on a voyage 
that will be extraordinary zigzag. 
Perhaps to commence with she goes to 
Cardiff for a cargo of coal to one of the 
West Indian islands. Arriving at des- 
tination orders are given to proceed to 
Rio, where the captain finds a cargo of 
coffee for Cape Town, from whence lie 
proceeds to Shang-hai or Foochoo for a 
shipment of tea to Sa,n Francisco or 
New York, if to the latter port, per- 
haps there is another trip to Rio, and 
thence a journey to Antwerp Even- 
tually the ship gets back home, more or 
less the worse for her journey round 
the globe, and then, with a coat of 
paint and a polish to such metal as she 
may have, this tramp is made to ap- 
pear to the landsman's eye a stanch 
and good ship. Besides being able to 
carry cargoes and freight at much 
lower rates than the ships of regular 
companies, the fact of their being able 
to carry on other business gives them 
a still further opportunity to unfairly 
compete with established lines. 


The operating expenses of these 


ocean tramps are reduced to a very low 
level. The coal consumption is small, 
in many cases not over twenty-five to 
forty tons a day; the crew is as small as 
possible, and the other general expenses 
are kept at », minimum. 


On the sea the tramp steamer is but 


little liked. Blundering along with a 
bad lookout, perhaps none at all, the 
tramp is a terror to the owners of small 
sailing craft—yachts, fishing and coast- 
ing schooners—and, taking no notice 
of their lights, often crashes into them, 
remorselessly sending some of the oc- 
cupants to a watery grave. The offi- 
cers of mail steamers, also, profess 
great dislike to the tramp, which may 
be partly assumed and partly real, for 
they greatly dread a collision with some 
badly steered, carelessly managed ves- 
sel heavily laden with coal or iron OT 
grain. The question is, what becomes 
of all the ocean tramps? Some are sold 
for coasting and up-river trade ou the 
African coast and other out of the way 
places; man v are broken up for old iron, 
but the majority of them probably end 
their career, so far as any record ol 
them is concerned, by being chronicled 
in the daily papers as missing, which 
means that they have finally succumbed 
to some peril of the sea.—Brooklyn 
Eagle.

Now it turns out that 
the rose bushes \\ere mere sticks with 
no roots and the other articles were of 
no value.
